No. 5-1 /94-PLL—The President is pleased to extend the 
coverage of Postal Life Insurance to the Rural Public ia 
India under the "Rural Postal Life Insurance Scheme-1995 
(Gramcen Dak Jtevan Beema Yojna-1995"). 

1. SHORT TITLE : 

The scheme shall be entitled “Rural Postal Life Insurance 
Scheme-1995”. 

2. COMMENCEMENT ; 

“Rural Postal Life Insurance Scheme-1995" here-in-after 
referred to as the ‘Rural Scheme’ as notified will come into 
force w.e.f. 24-3-95 for a period of three years initially. The 
further continuance of the Scheme is subject to the specific 
approval of the Central Government aftecr reviewing the 
experience and performance of the Scheme”. 

3. OBJECTIVE ; 

The scheme is envisaged to provide insurance cover lo the 
rural public in general and benefit weaker sections and women 
workers of rural areas in particular. 

4. APPLICABILITY OF POST OFFICE INSURANCE 
FUND RULES : 

POIF Rules as amended from time to time, shall be appli¬ 
cable to the ‘‘Rural Scheme’ Mutatis-mutandis except where 
special provisions have been made and notified under this 
scheme. Suoh special provisions shall be applicable to the 
exclusion and in supersession of corresponding POIF Rules. 
In case of any doubt arising in interpretation or applicability 
of any rule under the Rural Scheme, the matter shall be refer¬ 
red to DG Posts whose decision shall be final. 

5. ELIGIBILITY : 

The scheme shall cover all personse, male or female, who 
permanently reside in rural areas and are ordinarily residents 
in India to the exclusion of Foreigners -and Non-resident 
Indians porrided they have attained majority. 

5.1. However, where a policy-holder who isi a resident of 
India subsequently shifts bis residence outside India, 
temporarily or permanently, he/she shall make 
arrangements to make payments of due premia with¬ 
in India in the specified Post Office in Indian cur¬ 
rency. 

5.2. All claims .settled in respect of such persons who may 
have shifted their residence outside India shall be 
paid within India only in Indian currency in accor¬ 
dance with POIF Rules. 

6. AGE LIMIT ; 

A person who is not less than 19 years and not more than 
45 years (40 years in case of AEA policies) on his her next 
birth day shall be eligible for this scheme. 

6.1. The proponent shall be reequired to furnish proof 
of age alongwith the proposal form and in the man¬ 
ner prescribed by the Department. 

7. LIMITS OF INSURANCE : 

The minimum limit for insurance under this scheme shall 
be Rs. 10,000/- (Rupees ten thousand), The maximum limit 
under Ihe medical scheme, taking total sum assured under 
all plans shall not exceed Rs. 1,00,000/- (Rupees one lakh) 
while the maximum limit in respect of Non-medical scheme, 
taking total sum assured under all plans shall not exceed Rs. 
25.000, - (Rupees twenty five thousand). 

8. MEDICAL EXAMINATION ; 

Rules regarding Medical Examination as applicable (o PLI 
scheme also apply mutativmutandis to the f Rural Scheme’ 
Two types of policies i.e. with and without medical exurni- 
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nation, termed as ‘Medical 1 and "Non-medical’ policies -shall 
be available under the "Rural scheme", 

8.1. In reaped of medical policy, a proponent shall be 
required to undergo a medical examination to be 
conducted by the nearest authorised Medical practi¬ 
tioner. Such authorised Medical practitioner after 
conducting medical examination of the proponent, 
shall forward the proposal alongwith his medical 
examination report to the department specifiriallv 
recording therein whether the said proponent is found 
medically fit or unfit for insurance cover. Tn case 
the proponent is found conditionally fit for granting 
insurance cover, the Medical officer shall specify the 
nature, extent and temporariness or permanence of 
the impuiunenl or disease the proponent is affiliated 
with adversely affecting the longevity of his or her 
life. Depending upon the nature and extent of the 
impairment/disease, the proposal may be accepted 
by the department by charging extra- premium. While 
considering the recommendations of the Medical 
Officer, such recommendations shall not be binding 
on the department and may or may not be accepted 
at the discretion of DG Posts or officers authorised 
on his behalf and the decision of such authority shall 
be final, 

8.2. In case of Non-medical policies, the terms and con¬ 
ditions as that of .POIF Rules amended from time to 
time for such policies shall be applicable mutatis- 
mufandis except in cases specified otherwise. 

9. INSURANCE PLANS : 

All the existing PEI plans, mentioned hereunder, shall be 
available under the “Rural Scheme”. 

(i) Whole Life Insurance Plan 

fii) Convertible whole Life Insurance Plan. 

(iii) Endowment Assurance Plan 

(iv) Anticipated Endowment Assurance Plan. 

However, to cater to the specific insurance needs of rural 
public particularly the weaker sections and working women, 
other suitable plans may also be introduced under the "Ruial 
Scheme” from time to time. 

10. LICENCING OF AGENTS : 

E. D. B. P. M. S., E. D. S. P. Ms and selected departmental 
S. P. Ms. in rural areas shall be authorised to work as agents 
for procurement of insurance business under the "Rural 
Scheme” in their respective jurisdiction. 

11. AGENCY COMMISSION : 

E.D.P.P. Ms. E.D.S,P.Ms. and SPMs of rural areas authori¬ 
sed to procure business shall be entitled to such ‘Procurement 
commission’ ns is prescribed by D.G. Posts from time to time. 
Besides such commission based on procurement of business, 
the authorised agents who collect subsequent premia under 
the said scheme shall also be entitled to ‘Premia collection 
incentive’ at the rates prescribed by D. G. Posts from time 
to time. , ,, 

12. LIABILITY OF THE PROPOSER : 

In order to obtain Insurance Cover the proposer may fill 
up the proposal form prescribed by the Department either 
himself/her esc] f or through his/her agent and sign the said 
prooprtal form or impress his/her left hand thumb impression, 
if illiterate, in token of having accepted the terms and condi¬ 
tions thereof and having furnished correct and factual infor¬ 
mation in the said proposal form. Where the proposer has 
impressed his her thumb impression, the same shall be got 
witnessed through a literate witness who is not related in any 
way to the department, Inaccurate or misleading information 
shall render the contract voidable at the discretion of Director 
General of Posts and lead to forfeiture of payments that may 
have been made by the said proposer. 

12.1. Where the proposer signs a proposal form in a lan¬ 
guage different from the one in which the proposal 
form is written, a declaration in the language in 
Which be has impressed bis signature to the effect 


that he has 'signed after understanding the contents 
shall be obtained over his signatures. All such dec¬ 
larations shall also be accompanied by a declaration 
of the person filling the proposal form. 

13. AUTHORISATION TO COLLECT INFORMATION : 

The proposer shall authorise the Department ut the time 
of submission of his/her proposal to collect any information 
regarding his age, personal, family and medical history from 
such sources including the personal and family doctor as the 
department may deem necessary. 

14. RATE OF PREMIUM : 

The rates of premium appEcablc to different plans under 
‘the rural scheme 1 shall be the same as per the premium 
tables notified under different plans of the Postal Life Insurance 
.Schemes by the department from time to time except where 
different rates of premia are specifically prescribed for any 
"Rural Scheme’, 

15. PAYMENT OF PREMIA : 

A proposed or an insurant shall deposit his/her premium 
only at specified Head Post Office, Sub Post Office or Branch 
Post Office selected for the purpose and duly approved by the 
department. Any subsequent change in the selected Post 
Office shall have to be got approved by the concerned CPMG. 

15.1. The pioposer may select the periodicity (viz. monthly 
Quarterly, Half Yearly or Yearly) for payment of 
premia as per his/her convenience, at the time of 
submission of his/her proposal and he/she shall not 
be normally allowed to change such periodicity. In 
case the insurant subsequently wants any change in 
the periodicity of payment of premia he/she shall ob¬ 
tain approval of CPMG concerned or officers autho¬ 
rised on his behalf. 

15.2. Notwithstanding what is stated above an insurant 
may pay advance premium al any time as prescribed 
under POIF Rules and avail of the rebates permit¬ 
ted. 

10. PAYMENT OF FIRST PROVISIONAL PREMIUM : 

A proposer may pay an amount equal to first premium 
against his/her proposed policy cither directly in the Post 
Office or through an authorised agent of the department with 
a clear understanding that the risk of his/her life shall not 
commence unless his policy is accepted by the Director Gene¬ 
ral of Posts or officers authorised on his behalf. The depart¬ 
ment shall not accent any liability in respect of claims arising 
before acceptance of the proposal notwithstanding the payment 
of first provisional premium. 


17. VERIFICATION OF PROPOSALS : 

The agents shall forward the piopoisals to their respective 
SDI/Asstt. Supdts for such verification of particulars as they 
deem necessary especially regarding identity, age, occupational 
and moral hazards, personal and family history and any 
involvement or suspected involvement of the proposer in cri¬ 
minal or illegal activity, whereafter they shall sent a confi¬ 
dential report alongwith the proposal to the GPMG. SDIs 
shall be paid incentive for such work as prescribed by the 
department. 


18, COMMENCEMENT OF RISK : 

The risk on the life of the proposer shall commence from 
the date of acceptance of the policy or payment of the first 
premium in full whichever is later. 

19, UNDERWRITING OF LIVES ; 

The D, G. Posts or CPMG on his behalf shall Underwrite 
only such lives which aree found standard on normal tabular 
Kites of premium. In all other cases except those not found 
fit for insurance, extra premium shall be charged frt>m the 
proposer. 
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20, ASSIGNMENTS & NOMINATIONS ; 


Assignments and nominations of pofioiei under the 'Rural 
Schme' shall be governed by the POIF Rules on assignment 
and nominations mutatis mutandis. 

21. REJECTION OF PROPOSALS : 

The DG Posts or CPMC or officers authorised on his behalf 
reserve the right to reject any propoal without assigning any 
reason thereof. 

22. LOANS, PAID-UP VALUE AND SURRENDER 
VALUE : 

The amounts payable as loans, paid-up value or surrender 
value shall be determined in accordance with the POIF Rules. 

23. LAPSING OF POLICIES, REVIVAL AND SETTLE- 
MFNT OF CLAIMS : 

Any policy which is not in force due to nonpayment of 
any premium within the period of grace shall be treated 
as lapsed and void and shall be governed by the relevant 
POIF Rules for their settlement or revival. No claims what¬ 
soever shall be entertained by the department in respect of 
void policies or any other policies where the rules under this 
scheme or POIF Rules have been violated. 

24. CLAIMS ARISING AS A RESULT OF SUICIDE : 

Tn case the policy holder commits suicide within two years 
of acceptance of the policy no claim shall lie against the depart¬ 
ment and claim shall be rejected. 

25. ALTERATIONS : 

Any permissible alterations to the policy requested by the 
policy-holder may be permitted by the D. G, Posts or officers 
on his behalf at their discretion. 

26. BONUS : 

The department shall periodically announce rates of bonus 
applicable to different with-piroflt plans and all claims shall 
be determined on the bass of such Bonus. 

27. MAINTENANCE, OPERATION AND VALUATION 
OF ‘POIF-RURAL : 

Separate fund called ‘Post Office insurance Fund-Rural’ 
will be maintained in respect of the said scheme. The opera- 
lion, valuation and investment of the fund will be similar to 
that of Post Office Insurance Fund. 

28. RIGHT TO ALTER TERMS AND CONDITIONS OF 
CONTRACT : 

The President reserves to himself the right ol making from 
time to time such additions and alterations in the rules or in 
the premia to be paid as he may consider necessary, provided 
that no such addition or alteration shall affect the conditions 
or any contract for a policy which any person may have made 
with the Director General of Posts under these or any other 
rules in force at the time of making the contract, unless such 
person has given his/her consent in writing to .such additions 
or alterations.

-In all the aforesaid cases the arrears of premia shall be 
recovered from the claim amount payable to the legal heir," 
nominee of the insurant. 

A certificate shall have to be produced by the insurant from 
the District Collector in support of the fact that natural cala¬ 
mity had be fallen the area in which the insurant resides 
causing damage to life or property belonging to the insurant.

N,B. (ii) The candidates competing for both the 
Services will be allotted to the Services strictly in accord¬ 
ance with their merit position, preferences exercised by them 
and number of vacancies. 

16. Success in the examination confers no right lo 
appointment unless Government are satisfied affer such en¬ 
quiry as may be considered necessary, that the candidate 
having regard to his character and antecedents is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Service. 

17. A candidate must be iu good mental and bodily 
health and Ire; from any physical defect likely to interfere 
with the discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service, 
A candidate who after such physical examination as Govern¬ 
ment or, the appointing authority, as the case may be, may 
prescribe is found not to satisfy these requirements, will 
not be appointed. Any candidate called for viva voce by 
the Commission may h; required to undergo physical exa¬ 
mination. 

Nutt. —In order to prevent disappointment, candidates are 
advised to have themselves examined by a Government 
Medical Officer of the standing of a Civil Surgeon, before 
applying for admission to the examina'ion. Particulars of 
the nature of medical test to which candidates will be sub¬ 
jected before appointment and of the standards required are 
given in Appendix 111 to these RuTcs. For the disabled ex- 
Defence Services personnel the standards will be relaxed 
consistent with the jequirements of the Sevvice(s).

During the period of probation- 
the candidates will be required to undereo such counts of 
training and instruction and to pass such examination and 
tests as the Government may determine. 

2, If in the opinion of Government the work or conduct 
of tne officer on probation is unsatisfactory or shows that 
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he is uniikely to become efficient, Government may dis¬ 
charge him forthwith.

The regu¬ 
lations are also intended to provide guidelines to the medi¬ 
cal examiners]. 

The Government of India reserve to themselves absolute 
discretion to reject or accept any candidate after consider¬ 
ing the report of the Medical Board. 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical, defect likely to interfere with the efficient perfor¬ 
mance of the duties of his appointment. 


(b) These shall not limit for minimum naked eye vision 
but the naked eve vision of the candidates shall however 
he recorded by the Medical Board or other medical autho¬ 
rity in every case, as it will furnish the basic information 
in regard o the condition of the eye,

The patient in this category 
is an adult and may not suffer from malnutrition. Persons 
seeking employment for higher posts in ttfc Government will 
fall in this category. For both (1) and (2) dark adaptation 
test will reveil the condition. For (2) Specialty when fun¬ 
dus is not involved electro-reunography is required to be 
done'. Both these teats (dark adaption and rCtiaography) 
are time-consuming and require specialized set-up and 
equipment and thus are not possible as a routine test in a 
medical check-up. Because of these technical consideration 
it is for the Ministry /Department to indicate if these tests 
for night blindness are required to be done. This will de¬ 
pend upon the job requirement and nature of duties to be 
performed by the prospective Government employee. 

(g) Ocular condition other visual oddly. —*(i) Any organic 
disease or a progressive refractive error which is likely to 
result in lowering the visual acuity should be considered a 
disqualification, 

(ii) Squint .—For technical services where the presence of 
binocular vision is essential, squint, even if the visual acuity 
in each eye is of the prescribed standard Shotrid be consider¬ 
ed disqualification. For other services the presence of squint 
should not be considered as disqualification, if the visual 
acuity is of the prescribed standard.

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Medical' Board’s Report 

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner :— 

The standard of physical fitness to.be adopted should make 
-due allowance for the age and length of service, if any, of 
the candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
Public Service who shall not satisfy Government, or the 
appointing authority, as the case inay be, that he has no 
disease, constitutional affection, or bodily infirmity unfitting 
him, or likely to unfit him for that service, 

11 should be understood that the question of fitness in¬ 
volves the future as well as the present and that one of the 
main objects of medical examination is to secure continuous 
effective service, and in the case of candidates for permanent 
appointment to prevent early pension of payments in case 
of premature death. It i« at the same time to be noted that 
the question is one of the likelihood of continuous effective 
service and the the rejection of a candidate need not be advised 
on account of the presence of a defect which in only a small 
proportion of cases is found to interfere with continuous 
effective service. 

The Board should normally consist of three members (i) 
a Physcian (ii) a Surgeon and (iii) an Opthalmologist all 
of whom should as far as practicable, be of equal status. A 
lady doctor will be co-opted as a member of the Medical 
Board whenever a woman candidate is to be examined. 

Candidate appointed to the Indian Economic Service/ 
Indian Statistical Service are liable for field service in or out 
of India, In case of such a candidate the Medical Board 
should specifically record their opinion as to his fitness or 
-otherwise for field service. The report of the Medical Board 
should be treated as confidential. 

In case where a candidate is declared unfit for appoint¬ 
ment in the Government Service, the grounds for rejec¬ 
tion may be communicated to the candidate in broad 
terms without giving minute details regarding the defects 
pointed out by the Medical Board. 

In case where a Medical Board considers that a minor 
disability disqualifying a .candidate for Government 
service can be cured by treatment (medical or surgical) 
a statement to that effect should be recorded by the 
Medical Board. There is no objection to a candidate 
being informed of the Board’s opinion to this effect by 
the appointing authority and when a cure has been 
effected it will be open to the authority concerned to 
ask for another Medical Board, 

In the case of candidates who are to be declared “Tempo¬ 
rarily unfit" the period specified for re-examination 
should not ordinarily exceed six months at the maxi¬ 
mum. 

On re-examination after the -specified period these candi¬ 
dates should not be declared temporarily unfit for a 
further period but a final decision in regard to their 
fitness for appointment or otherwise should be given.
